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It isenow a common experience in stock breeding to find that 
well known localized breeds have acquired a national reputation 
and distribution. There are some types of animal which, in spite 
of excellent qualities, do not seem to breed so truly away from 
their local environment, and such types are said to be lacking in 
the powers of adaptability to new conditions. But the success of 
the Maisemore herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Gloucestershire is 
sufficient proof that this breed, at least, does not suffer when 
transferred to new surroundings. 

Mr. J. J. Cridlan, whose successes at the Smithfield Fat Stock 
Shows during the past thirty years have secured for him a nation- 
al reputation as a breeder of cattle, purchased the Maisemore Park 
estate, near Gloucester, in 1897. The land, which borders the River 
Severn, is well wooded and very fertile, and the conditions are ideal 
for stock breeding. But success is dependent on more factors than 
these. The development of the Aberdeen-Angus breed took place 
three-quarters of a centry before Mr. Cridlan interested himself in 
these cattle. Yet it may be fairly claimed that Mr. Cridlan has 
been a close student of their early development, and it was due to 
an impression gained during the days of boyhood that he first be- 
came impressed with their excellent qualities. That was in the 
days when William McCombie of Tillyfour, Aberdeen, was exhibit- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus cattle on an extensive scale, which culminated 
in his securing the major prizes at the Paris International Exhibi- 
tion in 1878 for the best beef cattle. If Mr. Cridlan had followed 
the breeds to which his father paid most attention, then Herefords, 
or Shorthorns might have had a home at Maisemore. Mr. Cridlan, 
however, was interested in the meat trade, 
and in particular in the type of trade which 
demands the best quality of meat that is 
available. It is many years ago now since 
one of the great dead-meat salesmen of an- 
other generation stated in his evidence be- 
fore a committee of the House of Commons 
“that there are no others that know the 
beasts for the London market equal to the 
Aberdeen butchers, and from no other place 
does meat arrive in the same condition.” 
McCombie in endeavoring to answer the 
question why the Aberdeenshire cattle prov- 
ed better and carried more good flesh than 
any other cattle, gave for his reasons the 
fact that the Aberdeenshire farmers had 
specialized almost exclusively on the breed- 
ing and feeding of cattle. “They have con- 
tinued,” he said, “for a long period, without 
regard to price, in many cases, to introduce 
the best blood into their herds. By a long 
continued infusion of first-class animals, 
and weeding out inferior animals, they have 
established a breed unequalled for meat- 
producing qualities in Britain.” This opin- 
lon was expressed in 1875, and it had be- 
come obvious at that time that the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were likely to enjoy a 
wider distribution and worldwide popular- 
ity. It is, therefore, hardly surprising that 
Mr. Cridlan, with his early interests in the 
meat trade, should have been attracted by 
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One of the Strongest Smithfield Winners iz Recent Y ears 


the black-polled cattle of Aberdeenshire. The development of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed took place in the counties of Aberdeen, Kin- 
cardine and Forfar. The breed is assumed to have been produced 
from the amalgamation of two local types, known respectively as 
the “Angus” or “Doddie,” and the “Buchan” or “Humlie.” It is 
difficult to trace the exact course pursued by the early breeders, 
but the first to be associated with the development of the modern 
Aberdeen-Angus was a Forfarshire farmer, viz., Hugh Watson. He 
seems to have commenced his work about 1815 after a visit to Eng- 
land, where he was impressed with the work of improvement un- 
dertaken by the breeders of Shorthorn cattle. It is evident that 
Watson observed many of the practices which the early Shorthorn 
breeders used with such success. His methods were to select the 
best animals he could find and subsequently to in-breed. Refer- 
ence has already been made to William McCombie, whose work in- 
directly influenced Mr. Cridlan, while contemporary with McCom- 
bie was Sir George Macpherson Grant of Ballindalloch. The herds 
of these three breeders in particular have furnished some of the 
best families which modern breeders find so valuable. 

It may be of some interest to mention that before Mr. Cridlan 
established his herd at Maisemore he made himself familiar with 
the methods of the best breeders in Scotland and at the same time 
became a student of Aberdeen-Angus pedigrees. In this way he 
started breeding with the knowledge that once he had found the 
best foundations, the process of building up 
a herd would be comparatively easy. Three

Angus Breeders sale held at Aledo, on 
Monday, March 16th, under the able man- 
agement of Secretary Hugh McWhorter was 
a most successful affair. While the prices 
were not what had been anticipated in the 
beginning, they were, nevertheless, good in 
the main as compared with other commodity 
prices on the same day. The Association 
and those interested in putting this sale be- 
fore the public spared neither time nor effort 
either in the selection of the cattle or the 
matter of proper publicity. As a result the 
sale barn was packed as was the pavilion 
when the auction started. Cols. Kraschel 
and Cooper labored faithfully and were ably 
assisted in the ring by Frank Richards of 
the Drovers Journal, and Stuart Boulting- 
house and Earl W. Wagoner, both local auc- 
tioneers. Secretary Tomhave was present 
_ gave assistance to those whom he could 

elp. 

The appended summary is indeed highly 


satisfactory when one considers that a 
total of sixty-two head of cattle were sold 
from fifteen herds. Many of the lots were 
young and afforded the buyers a splendid 
market for the establishing of new herds. 
Buyers were present and represented from 
several states however conditions kept 
prices from soaring even to the level that 
might reasonably have been expected. 

There were no sensational prices, rather 
the entire offering sold on a very even mar- 
ket. The top bull was found in Black Graf- 
ton 442033, a January 1930 calf sired by 
Blackcapmere 38th and out of Blackbird 
Goldie by Baden King. A splendid calf of- 
fered by H. L. Thornton, of Millersburg,

ally non-reacting purchased cows became infected after purchase, 
and 57.7 per cent of these aborted; which shows that mature or 
nearly mature cows as well as heifers are extremely susceptible to 
Bang bacillus infection when they are introduced into herds that 
are badly infected.” t 
peed reports published in the December, 1928, issue of the 
Journal of the American Veterinary Medical Association, by Leo 
F. Rettger and associates, indicate quite clearly that results at 
Storrs Agricuitural Experiment Station with the eradication of 
abortion disease in the dairy herd were not at all satisfactory from 
the years from 1910 to 1924, during which time there were practic- 
ally as many abortions in the herd although they were using the 
blood test for abortion disease during the entire 10 years at regular 
intervals of every 3 months. During the preceding 10 years before 
the blood test was being used there were 22.74 per cent of abor- 
tions in the dairy herd, and during the second 10 years from 1914 
to 1924, during which the blood test was being used, there were 
18.83 per cent of abortions in the herd. It is quite evident that this 
reduction of less than 4 per cent of abortions in the herd was due to 
the eradication of animals with poor breeding ability and from era-

of Abortion Disease sv Cattle 


since Bang made his discovery, the handling of the genital (breed- 
ing) diseases of cattle has chiefly revolved around Bang’s bacillus 
as the one important cause of abortion and directly or indirectly as 
the responsible factor in sterility, retained placenta (after-birth) 
and other types of interferences with reproduction. Alleged cures 
or methods of control have been numerous. They have emanated 
from bacteriological laboratories and have 
been promoted by bacteriologists, commer- 
cial laboratories and by veterinary regula- 
tory officers. During this period the losses 
from genital diseases have increased at an 
appalling rate. 

“Quarantine of aborters was the first 
move, or rather it was the continuation of 
a traditional measure already somewhat in 
vogue prior to Bang’s discovery. 

Agglutination Test—“The vaccination 
fiasco having largely collapsed, many of its 
former advocates, in search for an avenue 
of escape, turned to the isolation of what 
they believed were infected cattle, by the 
agglutination, or other blood test. Sir John 
McFadyean submitted extensive reports up- 
on its value as early as 1921 and showed 
clearly that it was a definite success or fail- 
ure according to the point of view. He 
reached the conclusion that agglutination at 
a given titre indicated infection, which 
standard may have been right or wrong. He 
isolated all cows which according to his 
standard were infected and had obviously, according to that stand- 
ard, eliminated contagious abortion from the herds. The animals 
in the herds which he had freed from contagious abortion continued 
to abort, no increase in the number of the calves or volume of milk 
was shown, and some of the owners had dropped the work, infer- 
entially because they deemed it a failure. 

“Available records have thus far failed to show reliable ad- 
vancement in breeding efficiency following isolation by the agglu- 
tination test. The erratic behavior of abortion renders a definite 
conclusion unreliable when based upon that phenomenon alone. In 
some herds the aborters and inefficient breeders largely or wholly 
react to the agglutination test while the good breeders do not; in 
many other herds this is reversed. Obviously, the discarding of 
poor breeders will advance the ratio of healthy calves born, wheth- 
er the agglutination test is applied or not. The negative animals 
in a herd, especially if adults, have probably been long and abund- 
antly exposed to the infection and are negative simply because of 
some factor not yet known. Taking out the [Continued on page 10 
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dicating animals with diseased breeding organs and that little if any of the 
results were due to any value that might be placed upon the blood test as used. 

During the last 4 years, from 1924 to 1928, the abortions in this herd 
dropped to an average of 6 per cent and this was only made possible after 
the 6 month old calves, after being held in quarantine one month, were plac- 
ed in a separate barn one-half mile from the other herd and cared for by 
separate attendants or, in other words, maintained as a separate and distinct 
herd under sanitary conditions. : 

A study of the results secured at this station must lead anyone to con- 
clude that none of these results can be attributed to the blood test for abor- 
tion disease, but that they are due to the isolation of the animals and the 
sanitation that was practiced. It cannot be said that the blood test had any- 
thing at all to do with the final outcome of this herd. Even though 10 years 
time was consumed.in making the test, which was made at regular inter- 
vals, the results secured were very unfavorable. ? ; 

Further studies at this station, which have extended over a period of 
12 years, are to the effect that 75 herds in the state are being tested, but 
that only 20 of these herds are said to be negative, entirely too small a num- 
ber of herds to make it a_practical procedure under average herd conditions. 
_ It will be of interest to the reader to have the opinion of Dr. W. L. Wil- 
liams, formerly Professor of Breeding Diseases at Cornell University, who 
gives his conclusions in the December, 1928 issue of the North American 
Veterinarian, which are as follows: e

“I think it well that the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus generally 
should be kept posted on the various activities of some of the breed- 
ers here in the East. While the paper and the transfers will keep 
one more or less posted, yet several of our doings here are not giy- 
en sufficient publicity. 

“For this time of the year and for this year, I think I can re- 
port that the outlook for Aberdeen-Angus cattle here in the East 
is exceedingly bright. Doubtless you are kept informed regarding 
the transfers of some of the cattle. The low price of milk and the 
high demand for efficiency in its production are driving the atten- 
tion of several to the possibility of the production of beef. Breeders 
here in the East have reported a complete sell out so far as their 
males are concerned and some of these males are going into dairy 
herds to be crossed on dairy females for the production of young 
feeders. Briarcliff Farms report that their sales in 1931 exceeds 
er number of sales which they were able to bring about in 

“During Farmers’ Week here at this Institution, we were able 
to have another fine beef cattle day. We had a conference of beef 
producers which began at 2 o’clock that afternoon and, so far as | 
know, would have been going yet if the thing had not been brought 
to a close. That evening the Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Association 
held its annual banquet and some forty odd plates were spread. In 
addition, we listened to a very instructive address by Professor V. 
A. Rice of the Massachusetts Agricultural College on the relation 
of breeding to cattle production. 

“T can also report—what I believe you also know—that Mary- 
land has organized an Aberdeen-Angus Association of its own. A 
very live interest is being shown in Aberdeen-Angus cattle through- 
out this territory as witnessed by the fact that inquiries are pour- 
ing in our Farm Bureau Offices from men who apparently cannot 
produce milk economically from their present type of cattle. Also 
these men are being driven to the wall by labor requirements and 
many of them are inquiring whether or not it is possible to avoid 
tilling so much land, and raise a few good cattle here of their own. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus premium list in connection with the At 
nual New York State Fair at Syracuse has been gone over by the 
executives here very closely and we have tried to see that the max- 
imum returns are reaching the breeders back on the farm and that 
little money is going back to the fair management unclaimed. By 
this means we hope to encourage the development and proper feed- 
ing of young stuff. 

“The Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Association, through its secre 
tary, sends greetings and good wishes to other associations through 
out the land.”

From 1920 to 1927 she earned twen- 
ty-two first prizes, f ive gold Royal Agricul- 
tural Society Show championship medals, 
twenty silver medals and five silver cups. 
She has been correctly described as the 
“wonder cow” of the breed, and when seen 
at her best was the admiration of all who 
appreciate a good animal irrespective of 
breed. It is sometimes assumed that a good 
beef animal has no pretense to milking qual- 
ities, but in the case of Eva 3rd she had an 
udder development which would have de- 
lighted any dual-purpose dairy cow enthus- 
iast. Yet her conformation was typical of 
the best type of beef animal—a great flesh- 
ed body on short, fine-boned legs. Mr. Crid- 
lan has always been extremely careful in 
the selection of his herd sires; in fact, this 
problem of finding a good stock bull has 
been one of the most difficult he has en- 
countered in the cause of his career as a 
breeder. With the object of concentrating 
in the Maisemore herd the type represented 
by Eva 3rd of Maisemore, Mr. Cridlan is 
using her son, Evideric 2nd of Maisemore 
67432. This bull was born in December, 
1927, and was sired by Proud Eric of Maise-

more 57939, who is the sire of many win- 
ers. Evideric 2nd is a long deep bull, and 
is considered the best of Eva 3rd’s sons. In 
passing, one cannot help commenting on the 
remarkable fertility of the Erica family at 
Maisemore, especially as breeders of good 
females. 

The Pride of Aberdeen family was orig- 
inally purchased at Colonel Smith Grant’s 
sale at Auchorachan in 1898. The animal 
in question was Pride of Dido, descended 
from Pride of Aberdeen, who in McCombie’s 
hands was one of the best show cows of her 
day. The family characteristics are those 
of being able to stand up to an intensive 
showyard career, with the attendant forc- 
ing, and afterwards to settle down to a suc- 
cessful breeding career—qualities which are 
not always easy to combine. It was this 
family which did much to enhance the repu- 
tation of McCombie as a breeder, and he re- 
garded them as one of his best strains. This 
reputation has been endorsed to results in 
the Maisemore herd. Good breeding proper- 
ties and high fecundity were early charac- 
teristics of this family, through it is in 
breeding, especially, that the Maisemore 
Prides have earned distinction. The tribe 
here has contributed some famous stock 
bulls, the female progeny since 1898 only 
numberng forty animals. One of the best 
breeders in the herd at the present time is 
the twelve year old cow Pride of Maisemore 
19th. She is the dam of the 1924 Smithfield 
Club Show Supreme champion, Price 
George of Maisemore, and also of Pride of 
Maisemore 22nd, the winner of five first 
prizes and champion female at the Bath and 
West Shows in 1922 and 1923, and else- 
where. How well Pride of Maisemore 19th 
has worn can be judged from her photo- 
graph with her heifer calf, Pride of Maise- 
more 40th. Long life is one of the features 
of this breed, for in the early days Wat- 
son’s Old Grannie attained the age of thir- 
ty-six, during which time she produced 
twenty-five calves, the last being born in 
her twenty-ninth year. The principal stock 
bull at Maisemore, Prince Eric 5th of Maise- 
more 60185 is a grandson of Pride of 
Maisemore 19th. He is now six years old,

but he has carried off the championships at 
the Bath and West Royal Counties, Three 
Counties, Peterborough and Yorkshire 
Shows, and the reserve championship at the 
Royal Agricultural Society Exhibition this 
year. The concentration of good breeding 
in his pedigree, coupled with his own good 
qualities, cannot fail to be reflected in his 
progeny. In this, the line-breeding at 
Maisemore is one further example that this 
is one of the best methods of controlling 
the production of good stock. Prideric 2d 
of Maisemore, the winner of the yearling 
bull class at the Royal Counties, is another 
member of this tribe, while his own brother 
had a remarkably successful career as a 
steer at the 1929 fat shows, and he will be 
exhibited again this winter. 

The Blackbird family has been less pro- 
lific in respect of female progeny than eith- 
er the Ericas or Prides of Aberdeen. Twen- 
ty-two direct female descendants have ap- 
peared in the herd since the purchase of the 
cow Benefit 6th of Haynes in 1898. The 
family is not without its good qualities, 
though it is hardly so popular as the other 
two. This question of the importance of the 
female line in breeding is a very old one and 
it has not by any means been explained 
why prepotency of this character should be 
associated with the female side. Blackbird 
22nd of Maisemore is the latest representa- 
tive of this family to distinguish herself in 
the show ring, for she was first at the Bath 
and West this year in the yearling heifer 
class. Incidentally, she is a very “sweet” 
heifer. 

Two other famous Aberdeen-Angus fam- 
ilies were added at a later date. These 
were the Jilts and Miss Burgess. The Jilts 
were descended from stock in Watson’s herd 
and perfected by McCombie. The family is 
one which has produced some famous sires. 

Reference has been made earlier to the 
importance attached to the use of good bulls 
by Mr. Cridlan. Mr. Cridlan has used the 
show ring as a means of testing the opin- 
ion of approved judges on the sires employ- 
ed, and there can be few herds which are 
so rich in the “blood” of Royal Show cham- 
pions as the one at Maisemore. This record 
commenced as far back as 1901, when Elate 
16513, of the Erica family, was the Royal 
and Highland Shows champion. This bull 
in turn was followed with the home-bred 
Wizard of Maisemore 21645, and the son 
of Elate. His show career was a good one, 
and he got as far as the reserve champion-

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reactors does not affect such cows; they are 
negative whether isolated or in close con- 
tact with infected cows. 

Clinicians Misled. 

“Dr. V. A. Moore, (Cornell University) 
when declaring that research workers had 
shown practitioners how to control abor- 
tion, failed to recall that these same scien- 
tists had previously shown the practitioners 
three or four sure methods, each of which 
has failed. He did not specifically mention 
the newest panacea but inferentially had in 
mind isolation by the agglutination test. 

“Alongside the quoted statement by 
Moore appears a contribution by Birch 
which inferentially represents the views of 
Moore. Birch divides herds into three 
groups by the agglutination test and ad- 
vises a different method of control in each. 
He says, ‘We know that herds once freed 
from the disease are being and can be kept 
clean year after year.’ He fails to show 
what has freed a herd from ‘contagious 
abortion’ in any case or kept one free after 
abortion had been eliminated. Neither does 
he cite an instance where others have suc- 
ceeded with this plan. Birch fails in this 
contribution, as elsewhere, to define his po- 
sition regarding immunization, by means of 
inoculation with Br. abortus. 

Purchaser Misled. 

“Moore also accepts, or should accept, as 
an authority, Dr. C. M. Carpenter, (New 
York State Veterinary College) who is one 
of the outstanding advocates of inoculation 
with live cultures and an equally enthusias- 
tic supporter of isolation upon the agglutin- 
ation test. Immediately following his dec- 
laration in favor of inoculation with living 
cultures (vaccine) he undertook the control 
of abortion by the agglutination test in a 
dairy of several hundred cows handled in 
five or six separate units. After three 
years of effort he reports upon a very small 
unit, in which the number of positives had 
increased about 650 per cent. Plausible rea- 
sons are offered but not proven and the 
fact of the increase remains. No record of 
the results in the other and larger units in 
which inferentially there was no good ex- 
cuse for failure have been published. In a 
second herd of 333 pure bred beef cattle, 
handled by the agglutination test, 46 per 
cent were positive at 1:180, 25 per cent 
were doubtful with agglutination at 1:60 
and 29 per cent negative at 1:60. They 
were isolated in the three groups. The 
management advertises its stock for sale by 
means of decidedly conspicuous posters in 
which it is stated, ‘all cattle tested under 
the supervision of the... _.. veterinary 
college for abortion and certified free from 
this disease.’ But as a matter of fact less 
than one-third of them are negative.” 

Many research workers and laboratory 
workers seem to lose sight of the fact that 
the one thing the breeder desires above all 
else is healthy, normal calves. In other 
words, he wants a good calf crop. It is not 
enough that a cow will carry her calf full 
term and then give birth to it and have the 
calf die within a few hours or a few days. 
Neither is it satisfactory to have a cow that 
is affected with some kind of a breeding 
disease which makes her undesirable from 
a breeding standpoint. 

In certain reports records are given 
where cows are bred several times before 
they conceive and even though the same 
animal gives birth to a calf that dies in a 
few hours and even though she may retain 
her after-birth and die from the effects of 
it, she is still credited with calving normal- 
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ly. It seems to us that the only kind of 
records that are of any value when consid- 
ering a disease such as abortion disease in 
cattle are those records that show that the 
cows and heifers conceive regularly from 
one or two services and give birth to nor- 
mal, healthy calves every 12 to 14 months. 
Any other method of interpreting the breed- 
ing records of such herds would be of little 
or no value. 

We can do no better in citing the manner 
in which records are kept than to quote 
from an article by Dr. W. L. Williams, for- 
merly Professor of breeding’ diseases at 
Cornell University, in the December, 1928 
issue of the North American Veterinarian, 
where he says: 

“The commonly accepted method of com- 
puting breeding efficiency as used by re- 
search workers upon contagious abortion 
offers interesting opportunities in connec- 
tion with the maturing of heifers. A hypo- 
thetical heifer, born Jan. 1, 1922, may be 
so bred as to calve on Jan. 1, 1924. Two 
hundred and eighty-four days of her ges- 
tation belonged to 1923, but according to 
custom she ‘produced’ a calf in 1924, in a 
single day. She is then allowed a sexual 
rest of 202 days and calves on May 2, 1925. 
A similar sexual rest follows and she calves 
September 1, 1926, and following up this 
formula drops a fourth calf on Dec. 31, 
1927. She has dropped one calf during each 
calendar year in four successive years; but 
each two successive births are separated by 
487 days. The animal may then be discard- 
ed and the record will show a perfect score 
of one calf per annum during her breeding 
life. If the 1924 calf was a heifer she could

Dr. Williams further states in his ar; 
that in one herd where a large bok sie 
animals reacted to the blood test he was 
able to bring about a high state of breeding 
efficiency simply by a sanitation ntesres 
and improving the sexual or breeding health 
of the animals. We are inclined to believe 
that the greatest progress will be made in 
developing and improving the sexual health 
or eliminating the breeding diseases of the 
herd as far as the control of abortion dis- 
ease is concerned. It is evident to anyone 
that the herd which contains a large num- 
ber of animals that are not sexually sound 
cannot hope to be satisfactory breeders.

ship at the Royal Agricultural Society Ex- 
hibition in 1904, and would undoubtedly 
have earned supreme honours but for an 
accident which terminated his show career. 
Wizard in turn sired his own successor, viz., 
Everwise 24436, who from 1906 to 1909 had 


a most successful record in the show ring, 
and ended up by gaining the coveted cham- 
pionships at the Royal Agricultural Society 
Exhibition and Highland Society Shows in 
1909. Everwise was extensively used, and 
it is interesting to mention that he was us- 
ed in such a manner as to place Mr. Cridlan 
among the group of modern devotees of 


line-breeding. A gap was missed in the 
series of champion winning stock bulls un- 
til Everard 2nd of Maisemore 31888 appear- 
ed to claim the Royal Agricultural Society 
Exhibition championship in 1915. Then fol- 
lowed the Wartime period, when no shows 
were held; but Eric 2nd of Maisemore 43525 
started on a winning career in 1919 and has 
left a good impression on the herd. Another 
Erica in Everdear of Maisemore 45859 fol- 
lowed, and though failing to gain the covet- 
ed Royal Agricultural Society Exposition 
championship had this honour twice at the 
Bath and West. Mr. Cridlan then went out- 
side his own herd for the purchase of the 
famous Erica sire Evader of Harviestoun 
52626. His sire was sold for 2,800 guineas, 
while his dam produced a bull which also 
brought this figure at Perth. Evader in 
Mr. Cridlan’s hands was the supreme cham- 
pion bull at the 1927 and 1928 Royal and 
Highland Shows. One can appreciate that 
the concentration of “blood” of these out- 
standing animals must leave its imprint on 
the herd. 

One remarkable point about the Maise- 
more cattle is the strong family likeness 
which rules throughout. Uniformity is one 
of the ideals of the stock breeder, and this 
quality is very effectively reflected in Mr. 
Cridlan’s cattle. This is to some extent ex- 
plained by the strong concentration of the 
Erica family in the herd, and the policy of 
line-breeding which has been pursued. 

The Maisemore herd represents all that 
is best in the Aberdeen-Angus breed, and 
such successes as have been attained are 
due to the combination of good cattle, wise 
judgment and judicious management. Mr. 
Cridlan has followed in the steps of th 
great breeders of other days and in tum 
has consolidated the position of the br 
at the present time.
